The ground tioflii which 
the recovery of the money is souglit, is that the 
sale of liquor is illegal, the article being con- 
traband, or, in law, worthless. This suit will 
bring the question te an issue, nnd decide the 
constitutionality of the Maine Lnw

the law b« sustained, we do not see how the de- 
fendant can escape, judgment. 
Millions of dol- 


lars are at hazard, and once let it be established 
that the sale of liquor is illegal, and that mon- 
ey paid therefor may be recovered buck from 
the payee, and every liquor dealer in Boston 
will be bankrupt. 


Our own liquor dealers are making no prep- 


aration for tht* passage of the Maine Lnw m 
this State. They say that it never can be en- 
forced, and they mean to buy and sell the same 
BB usual. But if thoeo who pay their money 
for liquor, can sue and recover back that mon- 
ey a year or two years afterwards, what will 
the business be worth ? Perhaps they had bet- 
ter look into the matter n little, before it in too 
late.—N. Y. Day Book. 


THE RUSSIAN CHimcH.-The Knssian Church 
affects toleration. Of the vast population of ful- 
ly 60,000,000, only about 45,OiiO,(lt» are nienv 
b'nrs of the'regiita'r Church ; 330,1)00, are dtseut- 
ers or heretics to tbe Church itself; 3,500,700 
Roman Catholics are found throaghont the 
wide domains of the Czar, anil fully 250,000 Ar- 
menians.

There are 
10,000 Moravians, while no Jess than 2,500,000 
belong to the Mahometan creed. The Jews 
a re 600,000 in number, and the followers of 
that mysterious potentate, the Grand Thibet, 
amount to no less than half that amount. There 
are creeds still more eitmordinarv throughout 
the enormous tract of territory which consti-
